Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


District  No.  1. 
The  summer  term  was  taught  l)v  Miss  Lena  Bridge  of  Ludlow. 
This  was  her  second  term  yet  she  had  excellent  succes,  and  prov- 
ed herself  a  very  pains  taking  and  thorough  teacher.    Only  el- 
even scholars  were  enrolled. 

District  No.  3. 
In  the  primary  department,  the  summer  term  was  taught  by 
Miss  Lulu  Rounds  of  Andover.    The  term  was  profitable  ;  the 
pupils  very  busy  and  attendance  good.    Thirty-two  scholars  en- 
rolled. 

In  the  higher  department  the  summer  term  was  taught  by 
Miss  Jennie  Howe.  The  teacher  was  thorough  and  pains  taking, 
but  the  scholars  showed  their  lack  of  appreciation  by  inattention. 

District  No.  6. 
The  summer  term  began  with  Grace  Jaqnith  as  teacher,  but 
she  had  to  resign  on  account  of  sickness,  and  Mary  Pollard  of 
Ludlow  finished  the  term.    Twenty-two  scholars. 

District  No.  7. 
The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Ida  Marble.    This  was  her 
first  experience  yet  she  showed  marked  ability  as  a  teacher. 
Only  seven  scholars,  but  teacher  and  scholars  were  busy,  and 
progress  war  made  during  the  term. 
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District  No.  9. 
Mav  Burton  taught  the  summer  terra,  her  first  experience  in 
teaching.    Thirteen  scholars  enrolled. 

District  No.  10. 
The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Gertie  Austin.    Three  schol- 
ars disturbed  the  school  very  much,  not  much  interest  was  shown. 

District  No.  12. 
Grace  Gilmore  taught  the  summer  term.    Only  seven  schol- 
ars were  enrolled  but  they  showed  great  interest  and  attention.

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  Howe.    The  schol- 
ars made  fair  progress. 

District  No.  9, 
The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  May  Burton.    I  think  she 
tried  to  do  well ;  but  cannot  say  much  in  praise  of  the  school. 
Discipline  not  good. 

District  No.  10. 
The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Nellie  Burnette.  Through 
a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  time  of  this  school  I  failed 
to  visit  it. 

The  w^inter  term  by  Miss  Grace  Gilmore.  Scholars  seemed 
interested,  order  good,  and  good  progress  was  made. 

District  No.  12. 

The  fall  term  by  Miss  Daisy  Pierce.  The  school  is  small, 
but  I  was  especially  pleased  with  it. 

Winter  term  by  Katie  Parker.  A  good  teacher.  School  not 
finished.
